D. A program resolution with the State of Nebraska, Department of Roads for
replacement of object markers at various bridges within Lancaster County;
Project STPP-STWD(67).  There will be no cost to the County.  (R-06-0061)

E. A program resolution with the State of Nebraska, Department of Roads for
replacement of Lancaster County Bridge No. H-46, located on Fletcher Avenue
between North 162nd Street and North 176th Street.  The County’s estimated
share of the cost is $271,800.  (R-06-0062)

K. An agreement with BryanLGH Medical Center, for and on behalf of its
Independence Center, for non-physician substance abuse treatment services
for adolescents placed in the Lancaster County Juvenile Drug Court.  Term of
the agreement is July 1, 2006 through June 30, 2007.

M. An agreement with Sandra Findley for substance abuse education intervention
classes to participants in the pretrial release program.  The County will pay up
to $11,200 for the services.  Term of the agreement is July 1, 2006 through
June 30, 2007.  (C-06-0378)

N. An agreement with the State of Nebraska Probation Administration
(Department) for the services of a drug technician to expedite juvenile drug
testing results ordered by the Separate Juvenile Court of Lancaster County. 
Term of the agreement is July 1, 2006 through June 30, 2007.  The County will
pay $5,956 for such services.  (C-06-0379)

O. An interlocal agreement with the State of Nebraska Probation Administration for
electronic monitoring of up to 28 juveniles and two probation officers to
supervise juveniles who are ordered by the Separate Juvenile Court of
Lancaster County to pre-adjudication or predisposition monitoring during home
detention.  Term of the agreement is July 1, 2006 to June 30, 2007.  The
County will pay up to $125,735 for the services.  (C-06-0387)

P. Agreements with the following facilities to provide specialized medical care and
assistance to Lancaster County General Assistance clients who have pending
claims with the Social Security Administration and may be eligible for
retroactive Medicaid benefits.  The agreements set forth a reimbursement
arrangement in which the County will provide payment for the medical care and
the facilities will reimburse the County if/when the General Assistance client is
later determined eligible for Medicaid reimbursement.  The agreements are
effective upon execution of both parties and contains a 30-day termination
provision.
